3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one skilled in the 
art a method of forming spacers in a display comprising various steps as claimed, more 
specifically the steps of forming a positive mold by depositing a photoresist layer on a 
support and patterning the layer to define an array of posts and forming a resilient 
negative mold by depositing a material over the positive mold conforming to the array of 
posts, allowing the material to cure, and separating the cured material from the positive 
mold, the negative mold defining an array of apertures, each of the apertures 
corresponding to the post. 

5. The closest reference Poco discloses a method of casting patterned dielectric 
structures wherein the method includes the steps of forming a positive mold using hard, 
refractory ceramic material and then covering the positive mold with a secondary 
negative mold. Further, USPAT 5,930,890 discloses forming negative mold using 
photoresist. Therefore, all of the prior arts alone or in combination fail to teach or 
suggest the claimed method wherein the positive mold is formed by depositing a

photoresist layer and patterning the layer to define the array of posts including all other 
recitations.
